IMPORTANT BILL INTRODTCED 
IN THE SENATE. 


Mr. Chandler Wants the Government 
to Make Its Own Armor Plate — 
Secretary Gage Explains His Plan 
to the Senate —Washington Notes 
of Various Kinds. 


Washington, 
April 
14.—Senator 
Chandler Tuesday introduced his bills 
empowering the secretary of the navy 
to take possession of the armor plants 
of the Bethlehem and the 
Carnegie 
companies. There are two of the bills, 
one applying to each othe institutions, 
the provisions being the same in both. 
Senator Chandler says that it is con­ 
templated that only 
the 
Bethlehem 
works shall be taken, unless in case 
of necessity, when the Carnegie insti­ 
tution should also be seized. 
The principal section of the bill au 
thorizes and directs the secretary of the 
navy forthwith to take possession ol! 
such land, buildings and machinery as 
constitute the armor-making plant of 
the two companies. 
He is directed to 
hold and use such land, buildings and 
machinery for a period of time suffi 
d e n t to enable said secretary to manu 
facture the armor plate necessary for 
the completion of the battleships Ala 
bama, Illinois and Wisconsin, now in 
jvrocess of construction for the Unitec 
States, and thereafter to return the 
possession of said land, buildings and 
machinery to 
said 
company.

London, April 14.—A special

Daily Chronicle says that compromises 
is evidently in the air. Turkey is show­ 
ing herself exceptionally friendly to 
Greece, and it is believed in diplomatic 
circles that the 
two 
parties, if left 
alone, would settle the affair in as 
many days. 
Advices from Epirus represent the 
situation there as a reign of terror. 
The Turks are laying the country 
wraste with fire and sword. 
The vali 
of Janini has ordered every Christian 
to give the Turkish army ten sheep 
and a bullock. 
A dispatch to the Daily News from 
Constantinople says that the Turkish 
version of the fighting at Baltino has 
been published in the newspaper lk- 
dam, which states that 5,000 Greek 
troops wrere allowed to attack the 
place. 
Their retreat wras then cut off 
and the Greeks were finally worsted, 
leaving 2,000 dead and dying upon the 
field.

Omaha, Neb., April 14.—The 
Mis­ 
souri is a great lake at Omaha, and 
rising hourly. 
Over IOO families have 
been forced from their homes in the 
lowlands. Ever thing was abandoned 
to the flood. It first drove out of their 
houses Erickson, Larson and Milhouse. 
It swept a quarter of a mile further 
down and there took in a dozen cot­ 
tages. 
The stream then went on far 
ther south a distance of half a mile and 
struck another little settlement. 
All 
the people were forced 
to 
abandon 
their houses in haste, some of them 
w ith only their night clothes on. Many 
narrow escapes from drowning are re­ 
counted, but so far as is known no 
lives were lost. 
The corporations whose interests are 
threatened put hundreds of men 
to 
work on the dikes, but the water broke 
through, and it looks as if it would be 
the worst flood in the city’s history. 
The flood is pouring in upon the low 
lands of the East Omaha bottoms in a 
stream that is estimated to be 2,000 
feet in width. It is sweeping southwest 
from a point opposite the north end of 
Sherman avenue. It runs in that direc 
tion to a point that would intersect 
Twentieth street if extended. Then it 
switches southeast and back to Sher 
man avenue. 
This point is about 
mile south of where the water leaves 
the old channel. 
At that point the 
flood divides. One branch cuts directly 
eastward and pours into Florence lake. 
The mass of water in the lake has 
broken open the levee that was built 
to separate it from Cut Off lake. This 
is the old channel of the river, and 
many fear the turbulent Missouri will 
come back to its ancient bed. 
The second branch of the flood runs 
I toward the south, just east of Sherman 
avenue, at a point a mile and a half or 
two miles north of the point where the 
Sherman avenue car line turns into 
Ames avenue. It is following the line 
of Sherman avenue, although 
it 
di­ 
verges somewhat 
toward 
the 
east, 
sweeping over plowed and 
planted 
fields, driving residents from their 
homes in North Omaha, tearing 
up 
fences and threatening the houses that 
stand from three to four feet deep in 
the water. 
In the last twelve hours Cut Off has 
risen almost two feet. If this rate con­ 
tinues the lake will overflow its south­ 
ern bank and the entire southern por­ 
tion of East Omaha would be threat­ 
ened with a disastrous flood.

Memphis, Tend., April 14.—The river 
continues to rise south of Vicksburg, 
and the swift current is throwing the 
waters against the Louisiana 
levees 
with enormous force. 
At Helena the river is declining at 
the rate of two-tenths of a foot daily. 
The refugees are flocking into Helena 
by every boat. 
A conference betw'een 
the federal officers 
and 
local 
relief 
committee was held, so Lieut. Rowan 
might secure all the facts regarding 
the situation there. 
At the meeting 
it was estimated that of the 25,341 peo­ 
ple inhabiting the county 7,000 lived

LAW 
EXCEPTS 
LAKE KOSHKONONG. 


Angling With a Hook and Line 
Is 
Permitted At Any Season Of the 
Year In That Body Of W ater—The 
Other 
Points 
Covered 
By the 
Measure. 
The new game law, which went into 
effect on April IO, makes a concession 
retarding Lake 
Koshkonong 
that 
Janesville people will appreciate. Here- 
aft er it will be lawful to catch hah 
with a hook and line in that lake at 
any time during the year. 
The law 
was published in the official paper last 
Saturday and took up four cohunes of 
apace.

ABOUT THE DATE OF EASTER 


W hy It I* Som etim e* E arly am t a t O th er 
Tim e* L ate. 
The date o* Easter is determined by 
the ecclesiastical calendar of the Cath­ 
olic church. 
It is a very complicated 
aud elaborate affair invented by Lilius, 
a Neapolitan astronomer and sage, 
under Pope Gregory XIII., at the close 
of the sixteenth century. 
It 
would 
be preposterous to tax the brains of 
modern readers with the abstsuse cal­ 
culations by which the date of Baster 
is determined, bub a few general rules 
might be given for their enlighten­ 
ment. 
The regulations of the council of 
Nice arc four; Easter must be cele­ 
brated on a Sunday; 
second, this 
Sunday must follow the paschal moon; 
third, the paschal moon is that moon 
whose fourteenth 
day 
falls 
on 
or 
next follows the day 
of the 
vernal equinox; fourth, the equinox is 
fixed invariably in the calendar on 
the 2let day of March. 
This calendar moon, it should be 
remembered, is not the work of the 
astronomers but is 
an 
imaginary 
moon created for ecclesiastical con­ 
venience. 
From these conditions it 
allows that Easter Sunday cannot 
happen earlier than the 22d of March 
or later than the 25th of April.

term of office ex­ 
pired March 4. The case has no paral­ 
lel in the history of the country. 
By 
the constitution of Oregon, the legisla­ 
ture convenes biennially, and the pay 
of members is limited to forty days, 
which is ordinarily supposed to limit 
the session. 
On Jan. ll last the legislature con­ 
vened. The senate promptly 
organ­ 
ized, but the house failed to secure an 
organization, although in session fifty- 
one days. 
There was neither legisla­ 
tion nor a United States senator elect­ 
ed. There having been no legal session 
of the legislature, Governor Lord holds 
that there is a vacancy, which may 
lawfully be filled by appointment; un­ 
der that clause of the Federal con­ 
stitution which says: 
“If vacancies 
happen by resignation, or otherwise, 
during the recess of the legislature of 
any state, the executive thereof may | 
make temporary 
appointments 
until 
the next meeting of the legislature, 
which shall then fill such vacancies.” 
Acting on this supposition, he has ap­ 
pointed a man in whom 
the 
gold 
standard Republicans of Oregon have 
entire confidence. 
Mr. Corbett was born in Westbor­ 
ough, Mass., on Feb. 18, 1827. He was

months, when he returned to New York 
with $20,000 net profits for division. Af­ 
ter remaining one year in New York, 
he returned to Oregon, where the re­ 
mainder of his life has been spent. In 
early life Mr. Corbett was a Whig and 
a great admirer of Henry Clay. 
He 
assisted at the organization of the Re­ 
publican party in 
Oregon, and 
was 
chairman of the first state central com­ 
mittee. He was a delegate to the Chi­ 
cago convention in 1860, but was unable 
to reach Chere in time. 
So 
Horace 
Greeley represented the state. 
He at­ 
tended Lincoln’s inauguration in 1861, 
md was a delegate to the Republican 
convention that nominated Grant and 
Colfax in 1868. In 1866 he was elected 
United States senator to succeed Hon. 
J. W. Nesmith, and became prominent­ 
ly identified with the financial discus­ 
sions of the time. During and after the 
war the gold standard was maintained 
on the Pacific coast, and Mr. Corbett 
invented the idea of 
national 
gold 
banks. 
The First National bank oi 
Portland was organized in 1865, and in 
1868 he, with Henry Falling, obtained 
control of the stock, and it has ever 
since been the strongest national bank 
in the Pacific Northwest. 
He assisted 
in the organization of 
the 
board of 
trade, and was its president for many 
years. 
He is president of the Boys' 
and Girls’ Aid society and of the Hotel 
Portland. He is a director of the Ore-
